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INTRODUCTION. 

Although  Saskatchewan  is  now  firmly  established  in 
prosperity,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  her  development 
is  only  starting,  and  that  what  has  been  accomplished  at 
this  date  will  seem  small  indeed  when  viewed  from  a 
standpoint  of  twenty-five  years  hence.  It  is  natural  in 
a  country  such  as  ours,  whose  greatest  wealth  is  in  her 
lands,  that  the  agricultural  resources  should  have  received 
the  most  attention,  while  the  industrial  opportunities  have 
been  somewhat  neglected  by  writers  and  those  desirous 
of  attracting  immigration. 

Thousands  of  new  settlers  arrive  each  year,  bringing 
more  and  more  land  under  cultivation.  This  ever  increas- 
ing agricultural  development  means  an  ever  widening  field 
for  those  whose  business  it  is  to  supply  the  needs  of  these 
people.  They  must  have  clothing,  provisions,  hardware 
and  a  thousand  and  one  other  necessaries  of  life,  and  the 
mercantile  and  industrial  development  in  all  parts  of  the 
province  is  scarcely  keeping  up  with  the  agricultural. 
The  opportunities  of  establishing  a  profitable  business 
are  absolutely  certain,  and  it  is  in  order  to  show  just  where 
these  opportunities  exist  that  this  pamphlet  is  issued. 
There  are  many  fine  openings  in  one  part  of  the  province 
or  another  for  almost  every  kind  of  business  or  profession. 

While  the  Bureau  of  Labour  stands  ready  to  answer  all 
inquiries  of  a  general  nature  regarding  any  particular 
industry,  it  is  advisable  that  inquirers  should  write  direct 
to  the  parties  mentioned  under  each  town,  as  these  gentle- 
men are  in  a  position  to  give  more  particular  details,  and 
are,  of  course,  willing  and  anxious  to  supply  full  informa- 
tion.

INDUSTRIAL  POSSIBILITIES. 

During  the  two  years  in  which  the  Bureau  of  Labour 
has  been  in  operation,  much  statistical  matter  has  been 
gathered  relative  to  the  commercial  and  industrial  condi- 
tions and  the  prosperity  of  the  various  industries  of  the 
province.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  four  of  the 
principal  industries,  namely,  brick  and  tile  manufacturing, 
flour  and  feed  mills,  lumber  manufacturing  and  planing 
mills. 

Brick  and  Tile  Manufacture. 

In  the  brick  and  tile  products  industry  there  is  a  splendid 
field  for  the  investment  of  capital.  Beds  of  clays  of  as  good 
quality  as  can  be  found  in  any  part  of  the  world  exist  in 
very  many  places  in  the  province,  and  only  await  develop- 
ment. Although  the  gross  value  of  clay  products  manu- 
factured in  the  province  in  the  year  1912  was  threa  times 
as  great  as  in  1911,  not  a  quarter  of  the  amount  used  is 
manufactured  here,  and  the  rest  is  being  imported  at  great 
expense.  This  fact  is  alone  sufficient  to  demonstrate  the 
possibilities  of  this  industry.  Experts  and  geologists  have 
established  beyond  the  possibility  of  doubt  that  Saskat- 
chewan has  vast  clay  deposits,  and  experiments  have 
proved  conclusively  that  the  unlimited  opportunities  which 
lie  before  the  province  in  this  field  of  industry  have  as  yet 
been  barely  touched  upon. 

Flour  and  Feed  Mills. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  about  80  per  cent,  of  the  popula- 
tion of  Saskatchewan  are  farmers,  the  principal  raw  mate- 
rial of  the  province  is  wheat.  It  is  therefore  natural  that 
flour  milling  should  constitute  the  principal  form  of  manu- 
facture. The  number  of  flour  and  feed  mills,  the  amount 
of  capital  invested  in  them  and  the  number  of  people 
employed,  has  been  advancing  of  late  years  by  leaps  and 
bounds,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  not  quite  15  per 
cent,  of  our  arable  land  is  as  yet  under  cultivation,  and 
in  view  of  the  rapid  increase  of  acreage  being  brought 
under  the  plough,  it  is  obvious  that  there  will  be  room  for 
an  ever-increasing  number  of  flour  and  feed  mills  for  years 
to  come  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  extraordinarily 
rapid  agricultural  development. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  flour  milling  situation  is 
the  introduction  of  what  are  known  as  "Midget  Mills." 
These  are  complete  flour  mills  in  miniature,  costing  only 
$5,000  and  with  a  capacity  of  twenty-five  barrels  per  day. 
These  mills  will  no  doubt  be  used  to  an  increasing  extent 
in  the  smaller  towns  and  villages,  which  owing  to  their 
size  and  location  are  not  large  enough  to  warrant  the 
establishment  of  large  mills.  The  Midget  Mills  can  be 
operated  quite  easily  by  one  man,  and  will  supply  the 
requirements  of  2,000  people.  They  will,  in  time,  by 
supplying  the  more  local  needs,  materially  affect  the  flour 
milling  industry,  probably  leaving  the  larger  mills  only 
the  export  trade.  There  are  many  openings  in  every  part 
of  the  province  for  these  smaller  mills. 

Lumbering. 

Lumber  manufacturing  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  industries  of  this  province.  The  wooded 
portions  of  the  country  lie  almost  entirely  to  the  north  of  the 
Saskatchewan  river.     There  is  a  great  deal  of  fine  spruce 
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timber  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  northern  region. 
North  of  Waterhen  lake  there  is  a  considerable  quantity 
of  very  valuable  timber,  while  towards  Isle  La  Crosse  the 
timber  would  provide  immense  quantities  of  cord  wood. 
Along  the  Clearwater  valley  there  are  found  extensive 
tracts  of  fine  spruce.  South  of  J^acMurray  towards 
Cowper  lake  one  again  meets  with  some  very  fine  spruce, 
while  tamarac  is  abundant  at  Whitefish  lake.  So  that 
it  will  be  readily  seen  that  lumbering  in  Saskatchewan 
has  a  bright  future,  as  all  these  stores  of  timber  only  need 
time  and  railway  development  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Saskatchewan  consumer.  The  price  of  spruce 
lumber  in  the  different  provinces  in  1912  runs  all  the  way 
from  $11.94  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  where  it  is  cheapest, 
to  $16.81  in  Saskatchewan,  where  it  is  dearest. 

There  are  fifteen  large  saw  mills  at  present.  Owing 
to  the  rapid  development  of  the  province  during  late  years 
and  the  consequent  increased  demand  for  lumber,  these 
mills  have  to  enlarge  their  capacity  from  time  to  time, 
although  one  of  them  has  already  a  capacity  of  6,000,000 
feet  per  month.  At  present  most  of  the  lumber  used  in 
building  in  this  province  is  brought  from  British  Columbia, 
and  it  is  an  ordinary  thing  for  the  freight  charges  to  exceed 
the  value  of  the  lumber.  So  that  the  advantageous 
position  of  the  Saskatchewan  mills  compared  with  their 
British  Columbia  competitors  can  be  easily  seen,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  their  market  is  close  at  hand  for  all  that 
they  can  produce. 

Planing  Mills. 

The  planing  mill  industry  is  another  one  which  has  been 
increasing  very  rapidly  of  late  years,  both  in  the  amount 
of  capital  invested  and  in  the  number  of  hands  employed. 
The  number  of  planing  mills  in  the  province  in  1912  was 
nearly  twice  as  many  as  in  1911.  Yet  it  will  be  a  long 
time  before  Saskatchewan's  home  production  will  be  any- 
thing like  equal  to  the  demand,  which  is  proved  by  the 
very  large  amount  of  sash,  doors,  mouldings  and  other 
products  of  the  planing  mill  which  have  still  to  be  imported. 
When  the  extraordinary  rate  at  which  our  towns  and  cities 
are  being  built  up  is  considered,  the  great  demand  for 
these  building  materials  is  easily  seen,  and  at  the  same 
time  it  will  be  recognised  how  fine  a  prospect  there  is  for 
the  planing  mill  industry  in  this  province. 

Retail  Store  Growth. 

In  a  rapidly  expanding  province  like  Saskatchewan  it 
is  necessary  that  many  new  stores  be  opened  and  old  ones 
enlarged  each  year.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  give  a 
full  list  of  such  stores  in  this  pamphlet,  but  this  has  been 
found  upon  inquiry  to  be  impossible,  for  the  obvious  reason 
that  the  list  is  too  large  to  be  included  in  such  a  publication. 
On  this  account  we  must  content  ourselves  with  forming 
some  idea  of  the  character  of  the  expansion  of  business  in 
some  of  the  leading  centres  of  trade  in  the  province, 
omitting  the  four  cities  where  the  expansion  alone  has 
been  phenomenal  and  which  would  require  a  special 
pamphlet  to  give  in  detail.  It  is  recognised  that  no  better 
illustration  of  the  growth  of  trade  of  the  province  could  be 
given  than  the  extensions  that  are  found  necessary  in 
comparatively  small  villages  and  towns.  The  amount  of 
new  construction  work  in  connection  with  stores  already 
established  is  also  strong  proof  of  the  development  of 
Saskatchewan,  for  the  reason  that  nearly  all  of  the  new 
construction    work    is    undertaken    for    the    purpose    of 
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enlarging  and  more  adequately  fitting  the  store  to  cope 
with  increasing  trade.  Many  of  the  stores  in  the  small 
towns  of  Saskatchewan  have  a  modernness  in  layout  and 
arrangement  that  would  afford  suggestions  to  many 
progressive  merchants  in  the  older  and  more  thickly 
settled  eastern  and  southern  parts.  But  notwithstanding 
this  wonderful  development  and  expansion  of  the  store 
business  in  this  province  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
there  are  hundreds  of  splendid  opportunities  for  the  man 
with  small  capital  and  some  experience  to  conduct  stores 
in  Saskatchewan. 

In  the  somewhat  imperfect  account  given  below  of 
retail  merchandising  in  some  of  the  towns  and  villages  of 
the  province,  instances  are  only  given  here  and  there  of 
the  class  of  enlarging  and  remodelling  that  is  a  common 
occurrence  throughout  the  province. 

The  list  of  improvements  cited  will  serve  to  give  some 
understanding  of  what  is  going  on  and  what  will  probably 
continue  in  this  fast  growing  province  of  Saskatchewan.

Wholesale  and  Distributing  Houses. 

In  looking  back  over  the  history  of  the  province,  one 
cannot  fail  to  be  struck  by  the  very  great  number  of  new 
towns  and  villages  which  have  sprung  up  in  every  direction . 
All  this  development  means  a  continually  increasing 
volume  of  trade,  which,  of  course,  means  ample  oppor- 
tunity for  the  establishment  of  wholesale  and  distributing 
businesses.  In  all  the  larger  centres  there  are  good 
openings,  and  at  many  points  throughout  the  province 
good  strategical  positions  might  be  picked  out  as  dis- 
tributing points  from  which  a  large  territory  might  be 
served.  There  are  now  nearly  4,900  miles  of  railway 
in  the  province,  and  it  is  no  longer  necessary  for  retailers 
to  import  their  stocks  from  such  great  distances  as  was 
formerly  the  case.  Large  concerns  are  not  slow  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  presented,  as  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  Regina  has  been  made  the  largest  dis- 
tributing centre  of  agricultural  implements  in  the  whole 
world. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  there  are  many  attractive 
opportunities  in  this  line  of  activity. 

Financial. 

An  examination  of  the  financial  business  of  the  province 
reveals  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  affairs,  and  if 
the  future  is  to  be  judged  by  the  past,  prospects  are  all 
that  could  be  desired.  Branches  of  the  chartered  banks 
of  Canada  have  increased  in  number  in  Saskatchewan 
from  59  in  1905  to  372  in  1912,  and  it  is  in  Saskatchewan 
that  the  greatest  expansion  has  taken  place.  These 
branch  banks  have  proved  very  satisfactory,  showing 
actual  profits  equal  to  those  institutions  which  have 
confined  their  operations  to  the  larger  centres. 

More  capital  is  being  provided  by  the  people  of  Great 
Britain  to  Canada  than  to  any  other  country  except  the 
United  States,  and  they  are  increasing  their  investments 
in  this  country  at  a  rate  so  rapid  as  to  be  phenomenal. 
It  is  coming  in  at  the  rate  of  about  $200,000,000  per  year 
and  the  greater  part  of  this  vast  sum  is  going  to  develop 
the  resources  of  this  western  country. 

Mortgage  loan  companies  are  increasing  their  trans- 
actions year  by  year.  One  of  the  largest  of  these  com- 
panies reports  having  doubled  its  industrial  business 
in  a  single  year,  and  found  it  necessary  to  divide  their 
agency  into  two  districts.  Another  very  large  company, 
with  over  three  millions  invested  in  loans,  reports  that 
interest  has  been  promptly  paid,  and  that  they  have  not 
yet  experienced  any  loss  upon  their  transactions  in  this 
province.  It  is  looked  upon  as  one  of  the  most  desirable 
loaning  districts  with  which  they  are  permitted  to  deal 
These  things  indicate  the  excellent  nature  of  the  securities 
offered. 

Large  amounts  of  debenture  bonds  floated  by  our 
towns  and  cities,  rural  municipalities  and  schools  come 
upon  the  market  from  time  to  time.     There  has  never 
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yet  been  any  difficulty  in  floating  these  debentures  at 
good  prices,  and  as  the  security  is  ample,  and  the  finances 
carefully  administered,  these  bonds  offer  a  fine  field  for 
safe  and  profitable  investment. 

Joint  stock  companies  have  also  been  increasing  very 
rapidly  of  late  years.  In  1912  there  were  430  companies 
with  an  authorised  capitalisation  of  $36,958,375  as  against 
242  companies  with  authorised  capitalisation  of  $15,066,- 
725  in  1911.
